ELIGIBILITY 


You are eligible to apply for a 1994-95 fellowship if you: 

e are a Canadian citizen or permanent resident; 

e are an Ontario resident. You are considered to be an 
Ontario resident if you have lived in Ontario for at least 
twelve consecutive months immediately preceding 
registration for your postsecondary program in 
September 1994. This period excludes time spent at 
educational institutions; 

e plan to enrol in September 1994, as a full-time student tak- 
ing at least 60 per cent of a full course load in French, at 
one of the following: 

-— aFrench-language or bilingual college of applied arts 
and technology (CAAT) in Ontario, 

— a French-language or bilingual university in Ontario or in 
another part of Canada,” 

— aFrench-language or bilingual approved private post- 
secondary institution in Ontario or in another part of 
Canada,* 

- a French-language Collége d’enseignement général 
et professionel (CEGEP) in Quebec,” in a professional 
program; 

e plan to enrol ina program of study leading to a degree, 
diploma, teaching certificate, one-year certificate that is a 
prerequisite for a diploma program, or one-year immersion 
program for non-francophone students (You are not eligible 
if you are enrolling in a qualifying year, “make-up” year, or 
apprenticeship program.); 

e have never been a full-time student taking at least 60 per 
cent of a full course load in French at a French-language or 
bilingual postsecondary institution in Canada or abroad; 


* If you register at an institution outside Ontario, you are eligible for a fellowship 
only if your program of study is not available in French in Ontario. 
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e have never received a Fellowship for Studying in French; 

e are registered in an approved semester program which 
began in January 1994. You must be registered for a sec- 
ond semester which will begin in September 1994.

APPLICATION PROCEDURES 


The application procedure for secondary and postsecondary 
students is different from the procedure for mature students. 
Please read and follow the instructions that apply to you. 


Secondary and Postsecondary Students 

You are considered to be a secondary student if you have 
never undertaken postsecondary studies. You are considered 
to be a postsecondary student if you have undertaken any 
postsecondary studies. However, upgrading courses at a 
CAAT are not considered postsecondary studies. 


Supporting Documentation 
If you are a Secondary or postsecondary student, you must 
submit the following supporting documents with your com- 
pleted application form:

— a photocopy of a Canadian birth certificate, 
-— a photocopy of a valid Canadian passport,

b) permanent resident status: 
—- aphotocopy of a Canadian Immigration Record Card, 
- a photocopy of a Canadian Immigration Record of 
Landing form,

Card; 

e for secondary students, official transcripts of all secondary 
school marks and any interim marks that are available 
before the deadline date. To be considered valid, interim 
marks must be submitted on school letterhead and must 
be authorized by a school official; 

e for postsecondary students, official transcripts of all sec- 
ondary school marks and official transcripts of all final 
postsecondary marks that are available at the time of 
application. 


Note: Official transcripts of marks are required for all credits 
acquired outside the province of Ontario. 


Mature Students 

You are considered to be a mature student if you will not, as 
of September 1994, have a Secondary School Diploma or its 
equivalent or if you have obtained your Secondary School 
Diploma with maturity credits. In addition, you must be at 
least 19 years of age as of the first day of classes in 
September 1994. 


Supporting Documentation 
If you are a mature student, you must submit the following 
supporting documents with your completed application form:

e transcripts of all marks that are available at the time of 
application; 
e a typed, one-page letter from you in which you have out- 
lined your past experiences and future plans;

which he or she has outlined your academic potential.

If you are a secondary student, your application is assessed 
on the basis of your academic results from the last three 
years of full-time secondary school study. 


If you are a postsecondary student, your application is 
assessed on the basis of your postsecondary academic 
results and the academic results from up to the last three 
years of full-time secondary school study. 


Mature Students 
If you are a mature student, your application is assessed on 
the basis of your past experience and academic potential. 


NOTIFICATION AND PAYMENT PROCEDURES 


The ministry will send you a letter by June 3, 1994, to 
acknowledge receipt of your application form. You will be 
informed by mid-July whether or not your have been suc- 
cessful in the competition.
